in the numerous airy cafes, where the 
ofticers of the o|>j>osing armies lounge 
throughout the day. 


Lieuti nant Miley, ot Genera’ Shafter’s 
staff, left here this morning with a 
troop of the Second cavalry to make 
the rounds of the entire military dis­ 
trict of Santiago 
de Cuba, 
for 
the 
purpose of receiving the formal su r­ 
render of the Spani.sh forces. 
A total 
of 20,000 Spaniards are expected to yield 
their arm s to this one troop of cavalry. 
To reach Baracoa L eutenant Miley w li 
compelled to ride straight across the 
island to the northern coast. 
He will 
ride under a w'hite Hag, for protection, 
but General Toral has sent m.embers of 
his staff ahead to notify the post com­ 
manders of the terms of the surrender. 


The pawn shops are doing a rushing 
businee.» their counters being crowded 
by people of all sorts of color and condi­ 
tion 
pawning 
heirlooms, 
clothes, 
dresses and furniture. 
Ofhcers tender 
their medals, spurs and swords, and 
civil employes offer their tortoise-shell 
gold-headed canes of oitice for a mere 
song, which are in turn bought at fancy 
prices by American soldiers, oflicers or 
newspaper correspondents as relics of 
the war. There have been more machetes 
sold to our men as souvenirs than w'ere 
laid down on the morning of the su rren ­ 
der.The useable ammunition of the Span­ 
ish troops liere was exhausted before 
the surrender, as the 2,000.000 cartridges 
found In the magassines of Santiago do 
not fit th# Mauser rifles. The Spaniards 
iay our troops fought like tlgers and 
that their aiadp’.ln« was excellent, but

the city without having t ihot fired al 
them, as there were no soldiers left* 
within the walls at the time. It appears 
that they had only a few thousand men. 
and they all went to El Caney a t the 
time that b.'^ttle was fought, leaving 
Santiago unprotected. Reinforcements, 
however, arrived later and brought the 
number of Spanish troops up to 8,000 
men. 


At the battle of El Caney our casual­ 
ties exceeded those of the Spaniards. 
While they had 400 tnen killed to our 
200 they had only COO men wounded to 
©ur 1,000.

The Cuban Soldiers W ash Their Clothes 


Very Often and Pound Them 
Dry. 


John Fitzgibbon, the Detroit News 
correspondent with Gen. Dutlield, gives 
the following description of the use 
that the Cubans have been to the 
Michigan troops: 


•‘Tile tirst night in camp a noise like 
partridges drumming greeted their 
awiikening. 
It was the Cuban soldiers 
washing clothes over In the creek. The 
Cuban soldier, if his uniform consists 
of but a shirt and trousers-occasion- 
ally one can be seen with only a shirt 
and one trousers leg—wasiies it fre­ 
quently. 
They put the uniforms in a 
ljunch on a big stone, after lirst soaking 
the clothes, and then pound tiiem with 
a club. 
In the stillness of the early 
morning the whacking can be heard 40 
rods away, and with 100 Cubans pound­ 
ing their clothes in those 40 rods the 
noise is like the low beating of bass 
drums. 
It was the lirst lessoii the boys 
had of how to wash their clothes, with­ 
out washboards or without chaniing 
their knuckles. 


‘‘There was regret at leaving them, 
too, for the reason they were doing ex- 
celient service in the way of sui>plying 
mangoes and cocoanuts. 
A fair-^ized 
cocoanut tree has a trunk 
without 
a liml) for 40 feet from the ground. 
Climbing a telegraph pole is easy C (u n - 
pared with climijing one of these trees. 
Any Cuban under oU ean do it, though. 
They put their hands about tljrce-quar- 
lers of the way around the tree and 
then with the solesof their feet against 
it tijey .>iiin up as 
(imekiy 
as 
a 
sailor going aloft on 
a 
ship. 
The 
Cubans gut a 1 the cocoanuts down the 
boys wanted and they brought in tlie 
b:-iiiht y'dlow inangues by the basket­ 
ful. At tirst they were willing to clitnb 
itic coeoanut trees atid hunt for man­ 
goes in return for hardtack and scraps 
of hardtack and 
meat. 
But 
their 
stomachs were tilled after the lirst day 
and then they began to hold out foV 
soldiers’ clothes. 
One of them olTered 
Maj. Vaughan a four-quart basket of 
mangoes for the negligee silk shirt 
which he was wearing. 
Still even at 
that tliere was at no time a shortage in 
the supply of cocoanuts and mangoes.’’

bnkecl, froqaently constitutes tho whole 
of tho native l»reatl fotKl. Tho Icelander 
■crapostho “ Iceland moss” off the rocks 
and grinds it into (lour, which starve»: 
both for bread and for (luddings. 


In somo parts of Hiln'ria, China and 
otlier eastern countries a fairly imlata- 
bio bread is made from buckwheat. 
In 
parts of Italy chestnuts are ctxiked, 
ground intc» meal and used for making 
bread. Durra, a variety of tho millet, is 
much used in thtt countries of India, 
Egypt, Arabia and Asia Minor for mak* 
ing bread. Hico bread is thu staple food 
of tho Chinese, Japaneso and a large 
portion of tJio inhabitants of India. 


lit Persia the bnnid Is nuule from rice, 
flour and m ilk: it is c uIKmI “ luwash." 
Tho Persiiuiovon is built in thugnmnd, 
about the sizo of a barrel. Tho sides aro 
^ o p t h uuison work. Thu tiro is built at 
tho bottom and Lipt liurning until tl)o 
walla or sides of thu oven are thorough* 
ly hoatod. 
Knough dough to fonn a 
sheet about one foot wide and about 
two feet long is thrown on tho bench 
and lollod luitil about as thin as sole 
leather» thon it is taken up and tossed 
and rolled from ono arm to tho other 
and ilung on tho brmrd and slappc<) on 
tho aido of tho oven. It takes only a few 
moments to bako and when baked it is 
•pread out to cool. 
This breml is cheap 
(1 oout a sheet); it is sweet and nour* 
ithiug. 


A apecimou of tho **huugor bread" 
from Armenia is niado of clover seed, 
flax or lins^d meal, mixed with edible 
grass. 
In tho Molucca islands, the 
starchy pith of tho sago palm furnishes 
a white, floury meal. 
This is mado up 
into flat, oblong loaves, which are baked 
iu curious littlo ovens, each being di* 
Tided into oblong cells to receive tho 
loaves. 


Bread is also made of roots iu somo 
parts of Africa and Houth America. It 
4s made from nninioo tubers. 
These 
roots aro a deadly iioison if eaten in the 
raw state, but nuiko a good food if 
properly prepared. To preimro it for 
bread tho roots are soaked for several 
days iu water, thus washing out the 
poison. Tho fibers are picked out, dried 
and ground into flour. This is mixed 
w ith milk, if obtainable; if not, water 
is used. Tho dough is formed into Ut­ 
ile round loaves and baked iu hut ashes 
or dried iu the sun.—Sanitary Heoord.

It is somewhat interesting to compare 
tho weights carried by elephants iu tho 
tin producing districts of the Malay 
peninsula with those used in the long 
journeys and mountuinous country of 
tho Lao states. 
In thu peninsula tho 
distances are seld»«n more than at most 
throe or four days’ march, and tho ole* 
phaut is expected to carry as notch as 
9U0 or 1,000 pounds, liesideshis maliout 
and howdah. The latter is often a ntevo 
brace of iHumiers slung togetiier so as 
to rest (iiie ou each side uf the backbone 
and covered sometimes with a liuht 
barrel roof of bark. 
A good tusker car­ 
rying 9*.^ hundredweigiit will futch 
abo|it 4*50, and a female which can bear 
eight hundrethveigUt is worth about 
£45. 


Ijj the Lao states, whero journeys of 
ten days or three weeks are fretiuent, 
tho average weight hardly exceeds 800 
pomids, or one-third of wluit is usual iu 
tho peninsula. Tho prieejj in various 
parts of tho country vary considerably. 
When we were ou tho Mo Ivawng and 
in Muaug Nim iu 1893, u good tusker 
could bo had for Xli'i and a female for 
£24> At Chieng Mai, where good teak 
hauling elephants aro in great denuiud, 
a tusker may fi*tch £160 and a female 
anything from t'50 to JBIOU, according 
to her strength and ability.—Geograph­ 
ical Journal.

As the waters remaining divided 
into smaller tracts they gradually lost 
thfir.Halinestability. Tlie .*itronger nion- 
sters gfvrged on the weaker tribes until 
they, too. stranded on rising .sand bars 
or lo.st vitality and perished ns the wa­ 
ters freshened, 
in imagination wo can 
picture tho strongest, b(;reft of their 
fo(Kl supply at last and floundering in 
the shallow pools until all renmining 
mired or starved.

Submarine eablo.s are usually Imbed­ 
ded In the slimy body of the ocean, but 
at certain points they hang liko wire 
bridges over deep submarine valleys, 
80 that whale.s and other large inhabi­ 
tants of the deep may become danger­ 
ous to the cable. 
Once in a while it 
Is the cable that becomes dangerous 
to the whales, as recently shown In an 
accident to the Western Brazilian line. 
There was some dlillculty with the 
wire, and after many futile efforts tho 
seat of tho trouble was disco verg'd sev­ 
enty-six miles north of .Santa Cathar- 
Inn. 
The cable ship Viking was sent 
to repair the damage, and began to 
take up the wire. 
After the cable 
proper had been grappled and 
was 
wound to the 
surface of the large 
drums provided for the purpose it was 
found that it floated very much easier 
and was more buoyant than is usually 
tJie case. 
The reason was discovered 
when In a loop of the cable the carcass 
of a whale of more than sixty feet In 
length came into view. 
It appears that 
the whale had become caught under the 
cable, and, not being able to lift it 
nor go forward nor bi\ck, it became 
suffocated. 
By Its last spasms or at­ 
tempts to free Itself the whale had 
damaged the cable so that the insula­ 
tion was rubbed off and the wire be­ 
came useless.

Wo do not think of him as a 
pirate who came to carry away the 
property of American citizen.'«, for near­ 
ly all the stories about him relate to his 
arrival at ditleivnt points on our siiores 
for the sole purpose of hiding the rich 
treasures which he had collected in oth­ 
er parts of the worbl. 


This could not fail to make Captain 
Kidtl a mo^^ intere.-ting per.'-onage, Jind 
the result has tieen tliat lie has been 
lifted into the region of legendary ro­ 
mance, There are two C.-iptain Kidds— 
the Knld of song and story, and the 
other the 
Kid<l of fact.— F rank H. 
Stocklou in í5t Nicholas.

**Tho Buccaneers of Our Coast,” In the 
May S t Nlcholafl, says: 
About thU 
time one of the most famous of sea- 
robbers was harassing

coast of N orth America, and from New 
England to the W est Indies he was 
known as the great pirate 
"Black- 
beard." 
This man, whose real nam e 
was Teach, was a terrible fellow In ap* 
pearance as well 
acts. He wore a 
long, heavy black beard, whihc It was 
his fancy to separate into tails, each 
one tied with a colored ribbon, and 
often tucked behind his ears. 
Some of 
the writers of that day declared th:it 
the sight of this beard would create 
m ore terror in any port of the Amer­ 
ican seaboard than would the sudden 
appearance of a flery comet. 
Across 
his brawny breast he carried a sort 
of sling, in which hung not less tha.Ti 
three pairs of pistols In leathern bol­ 
sters. and these, in addition to his cut­ 
lass and a knife or two In his belt, 
made him a most formidable-looking 
fellow. 
In the early part of the eigh­ 
teenth century Blackbeard made 
his 
headquarters in one of the inlets on 
the North Carolina coast, and there he 
ruled as absolute king, for the settlers 
In the vicinity seemed to be as anxious 
to oblige- him :is the captains of the 
m erehantm en were anxious to keep out 
of his way.

and Sejjtember are the months of the 
great typhoons, and while Manila es- 
ci'.pes the greatest fury of these still 
enougli of their force remains to demol­ 
ish many houses.

November storms le.ssen in frequency 
and severity, and the w’eather gradual­ 
ly settles into the fine days of IJecem- 
ber.—Isaac M. Elliott in Scribner’s.
